HAZEL R. O'LEARY 


Hazel R. O'Leary, the seventh Secretary of Energy, assumed her duties in January 
1993. She oversees an agency of approximately 19,000 federai employees and 
126,000 contract employees with an FY95 budget of $17.5 billion. 


The Secretary's national security responsibilities include: ensuring the safety, reliability 
and credibility of the nation’s nuclear deterrent; guarding against the proliferation of 
nuclear weapons and weapons-usable materials; and developing technological options 
to support U.S. requirements to monitor a future Comprehensive Test Ban Treaty. 


Secretary O'Leary directs clean up of the nation's nuclear weapons plants — one of 
the largest environmental programs in the world. She also oversees the science, 
technology and defense missions of 27 national laboratories. The Secretary is 
responsible for developing and deploying diverse clean energy resources and energy 
efficiency technologies to secure a globally competitive, reliable, sustainable energy 
future for the U.S. 


At the direction of President Bill Clinton, Secretary O'Leary has led several major 
international trade missions. Accompanied by senior American business executives 
representing the energy sector, she has traveled to India (July 1994 ana February 
1995), Pakistan (September 1994) and China (February 1995) to promote U.S. 
energy trade missions that have helped launch an era of international partnerships in 
sustainable energy development resulting in over $14 billion in U.S. dollars in 
commercial agreements. 


Secretary O'Leary is a vigorous leader in several of the Clinton Administration's major 
intemational policy initiatives. She co-chairs the Energy Policy Committee of the 
Gore-Chemomyrdin Commission for Science, Energy and Technical Cooperation. She 
leacs efforts encouraging investments in Russia's energy sector as well as focusing on 
nuclear safety and non-proliferation issues in former Soviet Bloc countries. 


In May 1995, she chaired the annual Ministerial meeting of the International Energy 
Agency in Paris. O'Leary was the first U.S. Energy Secretary to chair the meeting 
since 1980. She headed the U.S. delegations to the annual meetings of the 
International Atomic Energy Agency in 1993 and 1994.

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Mrs. O'Leary brings a 20 year background in energy policy to her position as 
Secretary of Energy. She served as president of the natural gas subsidiary for 
Northern States Power (NSP), a $2 billion diversified utility holding company 
headquartered in Minneapolis, Minnesota. 


She was also an executive vice president at NSP, Overseeing the general counsel and 
vice presidents for human resources, public and governmental affairs and the 
environment. O'Leary served on the board of directors of the wholly-owned NSP 
subsidiary, N-R-G Energy Inc., an independent power producer, where she led 
development of an intemational Strategic plan to deploy state-of-the-art energy 
Production facilities worldwide. 


Prior to joining NSP, Mrs. O'Leary was vice president and general counsel for O'Leary 
Associates, an international energy and economic consulting firm which specialized in 
energy economics, strategic planning and project development. 


As a partner at the Washington, D.C. based international accounting firm of Coopers & 
Lybrand, Secretary O'Leary designed corporate Strategy to expand the firm's energy 
practice. She served on the board of directors of AES Corporation, a major 
international power producer. 


In the public sector, Secretary O'Leary served as a Presidential appointee at the U.S. 
Department of Energy during the Carter Administration, and in the Federal Energy 
Administration's conservation and environment programs. 


Secretary O'Leary graduated Phi Beta Kappa from Fisk University in Tennessee and 
received a law degree from Rutgers University Law School. 
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Hon. Donald M. Payne 
United States Congressman 
10th District, New Jersey 


Donald M. Payne was elected to serve as the representative of the 10th Congressional District of 
New Jersey in 1988. He was re-elected in 1990, 1992 and 1994 with a wide margin of the vote. 
Congressman Payne is a member of the Economic and Educational Opportunities Committee and 
the International Relations Committee. 


Congressman Payne has played an active role in both domestic and foreign policy matters. 
During his first session in Congress his first legislative resolution to promote literacy was 
unanimously approved by his colleagues and was signed into law by the President. 


In response to an alarming increase in AIDS cases, Rep. Payne convened congressional hearings 
in New Jersey on Aids prevention, education, and treatment. He was instrumental in securing 
additional funds in the federal budget to address the AIDS crisis. Legislation he introduced to 
improve the Abandoned Infants Assistance Act to help “boarder babies” was approved by 
Congress and signed into law by the President. He also worked actively for the passage of the 
Family & Medical Leave Act, and the reauthorization of the Elementary and Secondary 
Education Act. 


Before being elected to serve as New Jersey's first African-American Congressman, he served as 
a member of the Newark Municipal Council from 1982 to 1989. In 1972, Congressman Payne 
was elected to the Essex County Board of Chosen Freeholders, and served until 1978. In 1977, 
he served as the Boards’s director. A true community leader, he has worked with young people 
as a teacher from 1957 to 1964, and with various youth oriented activities throughout his adult 
life. 


Congressman Payne currently serves on the boards of directors of the Congressional Black 
Caucus Foundation, the Congressional Award Foundation, and the National Endowment for 
Democracy. He also serves on the Advisory Council of the U.S. Committee for UNICEF. He 
has served on the Substantive Issues Committee of the United Nations Association of the USA 
and the Small Business Advisory Council. 


Congressman Payne serves as chairman of the Congressional Black Caucus. He is also a 
member of the House Democratic Leadership Advisory Group.

Program, 3) the designation and observation of September as Minority Health Month in the State of New Jersey, 
a statewide health education and outreach campaign targeting popuiations of color, 4) building and facilitating 
a community-based health education and outreach network of over 3000 health care providers, minority health 
advocate and coalitions, 


She has been a guest lecturer at Rutgers University, Trenton State College and several other state and community 
colleges throughout New Jersey. In 1994 she served as Co-Chairwoman for the New Jersey Public Heaith 
Association's (NIPHA) Annual Symposium. Ms. Thigpen-Rodd has heen Congress and the Northern New Jersey 
Black Nurses Association for her dedication and leadership in servicing communities of color,
